(PRESERVATION  AND  DEVELOPMENT  OF  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  AND 
DAIRY  DEVELOPMENT  SECTOR)  ACT  200 1

ACT 

to  provide  for  improvement  of  the  genetic  stock  of  the  milch  animals  specifically 
the  prime  breed  ' Murrah ' and  local  breeds  like  'SahiwaV  and  ' Mariana1,  to 
improve  the  skills  and  technology  in  the  dairy  farming  and  for  taking  steps  for  the 
development  of  Animal  Husbandry  and  Dairy  Development  Sectors  and  to  constitute 
the  Haryana  Livestock  Development  Board  w achieve  this  objective . 

Bn  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Haryana  in  the  Fifty-second 
year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  :: — 

.1.  (I)  ‘This  Act  may  be  called  die  Haryana  Murrah  Buffalo  and  other  Milch 
Animal  Breed  (Preservation  and  Development  of  Animal  Husbandry  and  Dairy 
Development  Sector)  Act,  2001. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  Stale  of  Haryana. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  dale  as  the  Government  may,  by 
notification  in  die  Official  Gazette,  appoint  and  different  dates  may  be  appointed  for 
different  areas. 

2*  In  this  Act,  unless  die  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(a)  "animal"  includes  a heifer; 

(b)  1 'Board ,T  means  the  Haryana  Livestock  Development.  Board  constituted 
under  section  4 of  this  Acl; 

(c)  1 ‘custodian’ f means  the  person  who  is  in  possession  of  the  animal  and 
shall  include  die  consignee/owner  and  his  represen  Lati  ve  accompanying 
die  animal.  It.  will  also  include  the  driver  and  conductor  in  case  the 
animal  which  is  being  transported  through  public  transport; 

(d)  ''export''  means  to  take  out  of  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Haryana  to  any 
place  in  India; 
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(a)  '‘Fund”  means  die  fond  of  the  Board; 

(0  "Government"  means  the  Government  of  die  State  of  Haryana  it; . 
Department  of  Animal  Husbandiy/Dairy  Development; 

(g)  "licensed  capacity"  means  rise  maximum  production  capacity  v/itb 
reference  to  milk  for  which  the  unit,  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and , 
Milk  Product  Order,  1992  of  the  Central  Government; 


(h)  "milk  plant"  means  (be  dairy  plant  ow  ned  by  any  person  undertaking, 
establishment  or  unit  as  has  been  registered  under  die  Milk  and  Milk ; 
Product  Order,  1992,  of  the  Central  Government  and  operating  within; 
the  limits  of  the  State  of  Haryana;  and 

(i)  "prescribed"  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act. 

3.  This  Act  shall  apply  to — 


(i)  Mumih-buffalo  breed  of  animal; 

(ii)  such  other  animal  breed  winch  die  Government  may,  by  notification, 
scccifv;  and 


(iii)  milk  plants. 

i.  (1)  with  effect  from  such  date  as  the  Government  may,  bv  notification, 
appoint  in  this  behalf,  there  shall  be  constituted  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Act  a Board  to  be  known  as  "The  Haryana  Livestock  Development  Board",  will) 
headquarters  at  such  place  as  the  Government  may,  by  notification,  specify. 


(2)  The  Boar  d shall  be  a body  eoiporaie  having  perpetual  succession  and  a 
common  seal,  and,  subject  to  any  restriction  by  or  under  lias  Act  or  the  rules  made 
thereunder,  shall  have  the  power  to  acquire,  hold,  administer  and  transfer  property, 
movable  or  immovable,  and  to  enter  into  contracts,  and  shall  by  the  said  name  sue  or 
be  sued  mid  do  till  such  things  as  arc  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  objectives  for 
which  it  is  constituted. 


(3)  The  Board  shall  consist  of  a Chairman,  a Vice  Chairman,  a Managing 
Director,  a Member-Secretary  and  (he  following  other  members,  namely  . —

Haryana  Agriculture  University,  Hisar : 
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Provided  that  in  the  ease  of  alteration  of  any  designation,  foe  person 
holding  for  the  lime  being  the  altered  designation  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  ex-officio  member. 

(b)  nominated  members — 

(i)  Two  Experts  of  the  Department  of  Animal  Husbandry.  Haryana  from 
the  fields  of  Animal  Breeding  and  Gvanecology  and  Obstetrics; 
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(ii)  One  nominee  of  the  Department  of  Animal  Husbandry  and  Dairying, 
Government  of  India,  New  Delhi,  not  below  the  rank  of  Joint 
Commissioner  (Animat  Husbandry); 

'(iii)  One  Officer  of  Finance  Department,  Haryana. 

(4)  The  Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman,  the  Managing  Director  and  the 
Member-Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Government  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  it  may  think  fit : 

Provided  that  the  members  specified  under  clauses  (a)  and  (b)  of  sub-section 
(3)  may  also  be  appointed  as  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Managing  Director  or 
Member- Secretary  :

Secretary 
or  die  Director  of  Animal  Husbandry.

(ii)  to  promote,  organize  and  nurture  institutions  to  generate  quality 
breeding  inputs  and  for  del  ivery  of  breeding  services  at  foe  farmers' 
door  step  on  progressively  self  generating  and  economically  viable 
basis; 

(iii)  to  modernize  and  upgrade  the  existing  training  facilities  and  to  obtain 
new  technologies  and  upgrade  skills  on  all  aspects  of  livestock 
production,  products  processing,  storage,  transport,  merchandising 
and  research  v/otfe;  and 

(iv)  .such  other  objectives  as  may  be  prescribed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Haryana  in  the  Sixty-third 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  : — 

1,  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Haryana  Murrah  Buffalo  and  Other  Milch 
Animal  Breed  (Preservation  and  Development  of  Animal  Husbandry  and  Dairy 
Development  Sector)  Amendment  Act,  2012. 

2.  For  clause  (h)  of  section  2 of  the  Haryana  Murrah  Buffalo  and  Other 
Milch  Animal  Breed  (Preservation  and  Development  of  Animal  Husbandry  and 
Dairy  Development  Sector)  Act,  2001,  the  following  clause  shall  be  substituted, 
namely: — 

“(h)  ‘milk  plant’  means  a plant  owned  by  any  person  or  manufacturer 
registered  under  the  Milk  and  Milk  Product  Order,  1992,  or  any  other 
regulations  formulated  in  this  regard,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  Central 
Government  and  operating  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Haryana 
but  excluding  milk  chilling  centres  supplying  milk  to  the  milk  plants 
within  the  State  of  Haryana  and  paying  cess  on  the  quantity  of  milk 
supplied  by  them  to  the  said  plants  subject  to  the  production  of 
* authentic  proof  of  such  payment;  and  a plant  owned  by  the  Government 
or  Central  Government  engaged  in  imparting  research  and  educational 
facilities  to  the  students  of  any  Research  Institution/University.”.
